In  a  world  constantly  shrinking  in  size  and  in  a  civilization 
ever  advancing  in  culture,  knowledge  in  more  than  one  lan- 
guage is  becoming  more  and  more  valuable.  The  Language  De- 
partment enables  students  to  study  foreign  languages  and  to  gain 
proficiency  in  them  through  advanced  course  programs. 

Of  the  romance  language  courses,  Italian  and  Spanish  are 
taught  in  three-year  programs;  French  is  offered  for  four  years;
